Angry junior military officers wanted to storm Malacafiang

THE COMMANDER OF THE 
elite First Scout Ranger Regi- 
ment stood in the eye of a storm. 
two nights before that fateful 
February day—calm and delib- 
erate as angry junior officers de- 
manded that he lead a coup 
d'etat against President Maca- 
pagal-Arroyo. 

Brig. Gen, Danilo Lim cautioned prudence 
and saved Ms Arroyo from a bloody con- 
frontation with rebellious soldiers, a key par- 
ticipant told the Inoue yesterday. 

He no longer wanted bloodshed, recalling 
the 1989 putsch against then President Cora- 
zon Aquino that had cost scores of soldiers 
lives. As a young captain, Lim had then led 
the military takeover of the Makati business 
district and, several days later, took them 
back to barracks as the bloodiest coup in the 
nation’s history fizzled. 

Lim was subsequently amnestied, along 
with several thousand renegade soldiers. He 
had risen to become at 50 one of the 
youngest and most respected generals in the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines

Paquito Diaz suffered gunshot wounds in 
the head and in different parts of the body 
and was declared dead on arrival at the 
Bethany Hospital in Tacloban.

CBCP split

THE INFLUENTIAL CATHOLIC BISHOPS CON- 
ference of the Philippines (CBCP) goes into its 
plenary assembly in Manila this weekend with 
its members sharply divided on the new im- 
peachment complaint filed against President 
Macapagal-Arroyo and other political issues. 

Thé new issue came up when one of its 
members, Bishop Deogracias Iñiguez of 
Caloocan, signed up as one of the com- 
plainants in the second impeachment case 
against Ms Arroyo, reviving the old debate оп 
the separation ofthe Church and the State. 

‘While Archbishop Angel Lagdameo of Jaro 
and Bishop Oscar Cruz of Pangasinan maintain 
that IBiguezs act violated no Church doctrine, 
‘other CBCP members like Archbishops Ricardo 
Cardinal Vidal of Сери and Ramon Arguelles 
of Lipa City are not as supportive of the im- 
peachment complaint with the latter raising 
doubts on the motives of anti-Arroyo critics in 
filing or endorsing the new charge sheet. 

“T believe it is a waste of time,” Arguelles 
said. "Many believe that the new impeach- 
ment complaint is a weak ease and will likely 
fail because they don't have the numbers." He 
added that the the “issues are marred with po- 
litical ambitions” of some people behind the 
impeachment case. 

Vidal had said Congress could make better 
use of its ime by attending to propoor priority 
legislation. 

CBCP members are meeting on July 8-9 at 
the Pope Pius Center along United Nations Av- 
enue in Manila and are expected to come up 
with another pastoral etter that will likely tack- 
le, among others, the impeachment complaint, 
Pope Benedict ХУЛ encyclical ол Chureh-State 
relations, and the prelates’ concerns over the re- 
cent spate of political and media killings.

Guns of Maguindanao go silent 


A WEEK OF FIGHTING BETWEEN MORO 
rebels and paramilitary forces stopped yester- 
day as officials mediated an end to clashes, 
that threatened peace talks in the south, rebel 
and government officials said. 

Jesus Dureza, the Presidents peace adviser, 
held discussions separately with some leaders. 
of the Moro Islamic Liberation Front (MILF) 
and local politicians in control of paramilitary 
forces to restore normaley. 

Dureza also toured temporary shelters in 
Shariff Aguak, Maguindanao, where seven 
people were Killed on June 23 by a bomb 
aimed at the powerful governor, Andal Am- 
patuan, an incident that triggered the recent 
hostilities. 

“We have an initial arrangement. We 
hope it could stop the physical fighting on 
the ground,” said Ramon Santos, a retired 
general and head of the governments truce 
panel. 


Buffer zone 

Santos told Reuters the arrangement in- 
cluded the setting up of a buffer zone where 
soldiers, members of paramilitary forces and 
Moro rebels would be prohibited from carry- 
ing guns. 

“We can't technically сай it a ceasefire be- 
cause there's already one in place since 2003 
between the government and the MILE” San- 
tos said. 

"There will be no movement of forces, no 
provocative actions and an effort to end hos- 
lites." 

There were no reported skirmishes yester- 
day, a day after fierce battles erupted ín Datu 
Unsay town as Moro guerrillas reclaimed ar- 
eas taken by paramilitary forces early this 
week.

Indeed, in sensing an opportunity, the administration 
has opened itself up toa dilemma.

‘THE PLOT TO OUST BY FORCE PRESIDENT 
Macapagal-Arroyo, as told in the press, is the 
result of her refusal to face squarely impeach- 
ment charges against her. Instead of defending 
herselfin an impeachment court, she resorts to 
all sorts of tricks and plos to dodge the issues. 
If she is innocent or if she has sufficient justifi- 
cation for her actions, she should waste no 
time in proving them. By dancing away she is 
encouraging violence. 

Аз the story is being told, it is the military 
component of the plot that was impatient and 
wanted to use force. The civilians wanted а 
constitutional succession and fortunately they 
prevailed. But the whole thing will not stop 
there. The plot will continue, especially be- 
cause the President has not changed her impe- 
rious style. 

The administration may have the upper hand 
пом because of the disclosure of the details of 
the plot, but the plotters will not stop. It may be 
a different group next ime, or the same one af- 
ter leaming a lesson, but they will not give up 
just because the first ones failed. Our history 
shows that Filipinos dont give up easily.

And 
they will use violence if peaceful means is 
blocked. Sooner or later, a plot will succeed. 

‘What's wrong with undergoing an impeach- 
ment trial? It isa process provided by the Con- 
stitution. Other presidents have gone through 
it and won (for example: US President Bill 
Clinton). US President Richard Nixon resigned 
before he could be impeached because he 
knew he was guilty. President Arroyo can do 
the same thing: go through the impeachment 
process if she is sure she is innocent of the 
charges, or resign if she knows she is guilty 
‘The other choice is too grim to contemplate. 

Executive Secretary Eduardo Ermita said 
the video showing Brig. Gen. Danilo Lim 
withdrawing support from President Arroyo 
has given the administration “confidence to 
use martial law powers President Marcos 
used.” I think Ermita made the statement 
only to warn other plotters to desist from 
carrying out their plans. I am sure he has 
not forgotten what happened to Marcos 
‘even with his vaunted martial law powers 
and 20 years ofstrong-arm rule.

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The Court wrote literally in bold font: "Васа

The Palace maintains the fiction that it

If Marcos was unable to save himself, how 
can GMA who is now very unpopular? As his- 
tory has shown, whether here or in other 
‘countries, a mailed-fist policy never stopped 
opposition to an oppressive ruler. On the 
contrary, it only encouraged more opposi- 
Чоп. As a member of a family is killed, or tor- 
tured or arrested, several more—his rela- 
tives and friends take his place. Thus, op- 
pression does not stop rebels; it only increas- 
es their numbers. And the new ones join the 
fray with more determination and anger. A 
mailed-fist policy loses the war. 

"The only time we succeeded, to a certain 
extent, in our pacification campaign against 
the rebels was during the administration of 
President Ramon Magsaysay. He quelled the 
Huk rebellion by addressing the problem of 
poverty and land hunger. He gave the for- 
merrebels land, opening up the hinterlands 
of Mindanao to be cultivated by them. The 
families of these former Huks are now pros- 
perous farmers and landowners. 

‘Lam not saying that GMA should now give 
more lands to rebels. There are hardly any 
more lands to give away anyway. And the 
rebels now are no longer dirt-poor farmers 
but members of society discontented with the 
‘way GMA is running the country. What I am 
saying is that GMA should address the causes 
of discontent: poverty, lack of job opportuni- 
ties, lack of housing, massive corruption in 
high and low places, a deteriorating educa- 
tional system, abuses by public officials, ete. 

СМА is not so ignorant as not to know 
these problems. Tax collections have i 
creased because of new taxes and the gov- 
ernment has more funds to address some of 
these problems. But she is squandering tax- 
payers’ money to bribe congressmen, local 

it officials and private mercenar- 
јез to push Charter change and keep her in 
power—and to take her coterie of camp fol- 
lowers on junkets in Europe. How many 
jobs and homes could those squandered 
funds have made possible?

Pursuing the Palace's favored line of strict 
legalism, we must parse the language of Lim's 
supposed statement to determine if it satisfies 
the elements ofthe crimes to be charged.

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MEXICOS SIXYEAR-OLD 
been plunged into its first baptism of fire as it re- 
counts the bitterly contested presidential election 
last Sunday, which produced inconclusive results, 
prompting the two leading candidates to claim 
Victory. 

"The recount is causing a lot of nervousness in 
Mexico, its giant neighbor, the United States and 
Latin America not so much over the fate of its 
young democracy, but more so over whether 
Mexico would join the swing to Left-wing parties 
which has been happening in the region over the. 
past six months. 

‘Of more direct interest to Filipinos is how the 
Mexican electoral process resolves the political 
crisis caused by the early poll results, which, as of 
last Wednesday, showed leftist candidate Andres 
Manuel Lopez Obrador, former mayor of Mexico 
City, taking a slim lead of about 2.6 percentage 
points, Early results of the recount show that 
Lopez Obrador of the Party of Democratic Revolu- 
tion had 37.02 percent of the vote based on the 
returns from 40 percent of polling stations, while 
Felipe Calderon ofthe ruling National Action Раг- 
ty got 34 percent. Calderon, last Tuesday, claimed 
victory by a margin of 402,000 votes, or just over 
1 percent, based on preliminary results released 
by the Federal Electoral Insitute, That tally had 
him winning 36.38 percent of the vote, compared 
with 35.34 percent for Lopez Obrador. 

Lopez Obrador immediately demanded a bal- 
Jot-by-ballot recount, claiming widespread irreg- 
ularities. "With such a close result, counting just 
part of the votes could cast a shadow of doubt," 
he said. "The stability of the country is at stake.” 

Lopez Obrador has a history of leading street 
protests, raising fears of mass demonstrations and 
Tegal challenges in the courts unless the impasse is 
resolved by the electoral institute. The recount 
that began last Wednesday starts the process of 
verification of the results but not necessarily the 
recount of the 41 million votes cast. Democratic 
Revolution Party leaders said, "We are going to 
launch a battle for the legitimacy of the election."

‘SURPRISINGLY, A FOREIGN NEWS ITEM LED 
the early evening newscast "24 Oras” the other 
night, а rarity worthy of comment since foreign 
news on TV is usually confined to a few seconds’ 
round-up that consists mainly of oddities, acci- 
dents and natural disasters. 

"Then again, this wasn't yet another hiccup in 
the seemingly endless Arab-Israeli conflict, or yet 
another massacre in Iraq.

{nto the Sea of Japan by North Korea. For months, 
Washington had been huffing and puffing about 
the threat presented by North Korea, with US 
President George Bush warning the so-called 
"rogue" state that a North Korean missile launch 
is "unacceptable" and would further isolate it 
from the world community. This led to some sug- 
gestions among Hawks in the US government 
that it launch a "preemptive strike” against the 
communist regime, which provoked a counter- 
threat from Pyongyang that it would respond 
with an “annihilating strike and a nuclear war” 

‘Two days later, on the Fourth of July in fact 
North Korea test-fired its missiles, ай of which 
landed harmlessly in the Sea of Japan (though 
the Japanese government has expressed concern 
about the effects of possible radiation), miles 
away from its nearest possible target (Japan). 

Reactions, of course, have been swift and un- 
‘equivocal, The United’ States, South Korea and 
Japan immediately scrambled to strengthen their 
missile defenses, while American diplomats em- 
barked on a flurry of diplomatic responses, from 
condemning the tests, appealing to the United 
Nations Security Council to censure Pyongyang, 
and urging North Korea to re-join the stalled six- 
party talks on nuclear arms control. 

1 this "provocative" act but an introduction to 
а global conflagration? Will North Korean long- 
rage missiles next target the United States—pos- 
sibly Alaska? Or is there another story behind the 
test launch? 
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If we hold a mirror to the Mexican elections, 
we could easily see a reflection of the flaws of our 
electoral system and their potential for generat- 
ing political impasse and crisis, The Mexican elec- 
tions are the first withering test of their democra- 
су stirring up memories of what happened only 
six years ago, when the National Action Party of 
outgoing President Vicente Fox ended 71 years of 
monopoly of power by the Institutional Revolu- 
tionary Party (PRI), which had turned Mexico in- 
toa single-party state. 

"To think that the main issue ofthe Mexican elec- 
tions is the integrity ofits electoral process is a nar- 
тоу view. It would miss the point that the elections 
have important ideological and policy dimensions 
represented by the contrasting ideological out- 
looks or world views of Lopez Obredor and 
Calderon, cutting a Left-Right dichotomy in a soci- 
ety where the gap between the rich and the poor is 
as wide as in the Philippines. If the Gloria Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo and Femando Poe Jr. race was very 
Close, it was also more of a personality contest 
rather than a choice between policy alternatives. 

Calderon, a Harvard-educated lawyer and en- 
vironment minister of the Fox government, has 
presented himself as championing the cause of 
Continued opening of the country to the global 
‘economy with free trade reforms. He has accused 
Lopez Obrador of following in the Footsteps Hugo 
Chavez, the Left-wing president of Venezuela, 
whose nationalist and populist policies are caus- 
ing nervousness in Washington. 

Lopez Obrador is a populist who styles himself 
as a champion of the poor. He plans to invest 
heavily on infrastructure to reduce unemploy- 
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THERE are some who believe the missile launch- 
es and all the bluster from Pyongyang are mere 
bluffing, a way of calling attention to itself and 
giving ithe advantage in bargaining for oil, food 

‘With the Cold War supposedly over and con- 
cerns about Islamist terrorism preoccupying 
‘Washington, perhaps North Korea felt it need- 
ed to wave the red flag of a nuclear threat to 
keep US attention, US National Security Advis- 
er Stephen Hadley even told reporters that the 
launches "might have been a Pyongyang at- 
tempt to steal the spotlight away from Iran, 
"which had been the main focus of US nuclear 
diplomacy in recent months.” Said Hadley: 
“Obviously it is a bit of an effort to get atten- 
ton, perhaps because so much attention has 
been focused on the Iranians.” 

TE зо, how should the world react to the mis- 
siles? The military and diplomatic alert raised by 
the six missiles is precisely the kind of reaction 
that North Korea anticipated, if Hadley read the. 
scenario right. Do we give Pyongyang what it 
wants? Or should North Korea's neighbors mere- 
lyshrug and dare Kim Jong-il to "bring it on”? 
ACTUALLY, the Philippines is very much within. 
the danger zone. A map on this рарег front page. 
shows that our country is just 4,000 km from 
North Korea, well within the maximum 15,000- 
km range of the communist state's most powerful 
missile. But even before the missiles start heading 
for here, they will be passing by Japan and Tai- 
‘wan, and of course South Korea, which is but a 
short stroll across the border in Panmunjon.

‘What peace advocates and "nukdes" have 
long been saying, in fact, is that nuclear 
weapons presenta risk to world peace wherev- 
er they can be found—in North Korea, in Pak- 
{stan or even buried beneath mountains in the 
continental United States. 

How can one country like the United states, 
effectively negotiate the dismantling of the nu- 
clear arms program of another, like North Ko- 
теа or Iran, when it has its own nuclear prolif- 
eration policy and has been willing to share 
the goods with allies? In arms talks, as in any 
negotiation, moral ascendancy is a necessity.

SIMPLICITY OF LIFE 1S AN IDEAL 1 CHASE 
after every day. In my present, hopefully tempo- 
rary, job, there is far too much sosyalan that re- 
quires а ready smile, a new outlook and 
wardrobe. My staffoften chase after me with 
sors to cut loose threads from a frayed barong, 
discreetly cutting off the eyesores before I shake. 
hands with a visiting ambassador. 

Simplicity also extends со my working habits. 
Tm not so obsessed with owning rare, first edi- 
tions of books iI can consult a clear photocopy. 

No need to pay a high price and suffer an allergic 
reaction for an old book when I can use a scanned 
‘copy on a CD-ROM. It used to be one of my dreams 
tobe able to carry my entire library in a shoe box, 
but then one needs a microfilm reader or computer. 
for this, and these are not available in the mythical 
desert islands where one will be stranded on, 
"There is sil the oy that comes with physically han- 
dling an old book, wondering who had previously 
‘owned and read it. used to give away auto- 
‘graphed, 19th-century books to people who shared 
my interest in them, and today 1 regret it. 

T used to own an autographed copy of "Yester- 
days in the Philippines" by Joseph Earle Stevens 
who lived in Manila from 1893-1895 and pub- 
lished his impressions of the Philippines and the 
Filipinos ас the turn of the last century. I gave the. 
original away because 1 had a copy ofthe book on 
CD-ROM. I truly regret that now. 

Reading this book a century later, as we cele- 
brate Filipino-Amerlcan Friendship Day, makes 
one wonder how much or how litte life has 
changed despite modern appliances, new archi- 
tecture and the advances in technology. We may 
have electricity and the Internet today but there 
are certain things that remain: mosquitoes, rats, 
noisy cats, lizards on the walls, even snakes, 
Stevens wrote: 

"You have asked me how the mosquitoes fare. 
upon the newly arrived foreigner. To tell the 
truth, I have not seen more than half a dozen

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since coming to Manila, and all those sang in 
tune, Everyone sleeps under nettings [kulambo], 
of course, but so far have not seen any biters у. 
ing around at night as there аге in the United 
States of America. To be sure, one sees a good 
many lizards hanging by the eye-teeth to the 
walls, or walking about unconcernedly, upside- 
down on the ceilings, but they do good mission- 
ary work by devouring the host if smaller bugs, 
and it is one of our highest intellectual pursuits 
here in Manila to stretch out in a long chair and 
go to sleep gazing upward at these enterprising 
bug«catchers pursuing thelr vocation, And, now 
and then from some piazza-roof or celling will 
drop оп your face a so-called hairy caterpillar [hi 
gad) whose promenade on one's epidermis will 
cause ito swell up in great welts that close one's 
eyes and ruffle the temper" 

Like Stevens, 1 also enjoy watching lizards and 
catching flies and bugs and would spend hours 
and hours of fun in the dining table hoping they 
have а good meal, too. Rats or mice we rarely see, 
but their handiwork from holes їл the clothes to 
half-eaten candy.dragged out of a box leave us 
weak and disgusted. Stevens wrote: 

“Rats are more numerous than mosquitoes, 
and the other day, on my opening a drawer in 
some of our office furniture, three jumped out. 
‘The office was transformed into an impromptu 
racecourse, and all hands were called to take part 
in rhe slaughter. But Manila doors are loose-oint- 
‘ed, and the rodents escaped somewhere into the 
next room. Since then I have had the legs sawed 


off my desk, so that these literary beggars, who 
delight to eat up one's valuable papers, should 
not climb in and make a meal off my private cable 
code—a thing which they started to do some time. 
ago. They have already several times run off with 
the candle which was used for heating sealing 
wax, and possess such prowess that they even 
took it out of the candlestick,” 

‘The rats in our former home were so huge they 
could run off with a whole bag ofsliced bread and 
hide these in the back of the unused oven. By 
their sheer size, they probably scared the cats, 
тоо. We could not use poisons or traps because we 
had small dogs that were similarly useless when it 
came to rats. We called in pest control firms and 
they gave up, too (without returning our money). 
Atone point маз tempted to use the rat solution 
described by Stevens but no one in our household 
‘would agree to it, Here itis for those brave or des- 
erate enough to uy: 

“Nearly all the older bungalows in Manila pos- 
sess what are called house-snakes, huge reptiles 
generally about twelve or fourteen feet long and 
as thick as a fire-engine hose, that permanently 
reside up in the roof and live on the rats. These 
big creatures are harmless, and rarely, if ever, 
leave their abodes, Judging from the noise over 
my cloth ceiling, a pair of these pets find pas- 
turage above, and 1 can hear them whacking 
around about once a week in their chase after 
rats, They are good enough though noisy rat- 
catchers, but since they catch only what they 
need, their efficiency seems to be limited to thelr 
length of stomach, and one night of energetic 
‘campaign is generally followed by several days of 
rest. The only way to get rid of the rats seems to 
be to buy more snakes.” 

‘This seems to be an environment-frlendly 
though drastic solution to a rat problem.

Last Wednesday, July 5, was the 60th anniversary of the 
bikini. 1 always thought the name had something to do with 
its being a two-piece outfit (thus, "bi”) but it turns out its in- 
movator, the French designer Louis Reard, had gotten the 
пате from Bikini Atoll out in the South Pacific, where the 
United States had conducted its first nuclear tests in June 
1946. 

Reard's bikini, made of three triangular patches of cloth 
held together with ties, was as earth-shaking as the nuclear 
tests. Moralists and prudes quickly reacted, The bikini was 
banned in several countries and even by some French town 
mayors. Acceptance came slowly. A song made waves in 
1960 with the title “Itsy Bitsy Teenie Weenie Yellow Polka 
Dot Bikini” and helped to boost sales. In 1962, Ursula An- 
dress wore a bikini in the James Bond thriller "Dr. No." And 
in 1964, the American magazine Sports Illustrated first used 
abikini-lad model on its front cover У 

Over time, the bikini has been analyzed and re-analyzed 
by social scientists for its social meanings. For some of the 
more ferninistoriented, the bikini represents the commodi 
cation of the female body, exposing as much skin as possible 
for male gratification. Paradoxically the bikini can also he 
seen as an icon of sexual liberation, of women being able to 
expose themselves without fear of ostracism. There can be 
mixed feelings about this exposure, even from among wort 
еп. Some see the bikini as having reinforced the premium on. 
slimness; others (and 1 can testify to seeing this in Brazil) 
‘wouldn't care less what their body shape is— Coca-Cola, ар 
ple or pear-shaped—using the bikini as a statement: “I'm 
proud of what my body is, even if it doesn't conform to your 
standards.” 

In the Philippines, the bikini hasn't quite gained accep 
tance yet. Visit beaches used by the masses and you'll find 
people not even using a one-piece suit; instead, they bathe in 
a blouse and short pants, apparently oblivious to the way а 
wet blouse may be even more provoking than a bikini.

men are looking for. 

So, is the bikini bastos? Let's save the possible answers for 
the end,

The other case study I wanted to use was the recent two- 
‘week suspension by the Movie and Television Regulatory 
and Classification Board (MTRCB) of GMA-7's "I-witness" 
for featuring a documentary "Hindi Ito Bastos: Lolas with 
Phalluses.” The documentary featured Kalayaan, Quezon, 
where grandmothers dance with wooden penises to greet 
newlyweds. The MTRCB reprimanded “I-witness” for featur- 
ing "frontal nudity” and “masturbation.” If they had been 
asked to render their opinion, and decision in Filipino, 1 
think they would have claimed that "Hindi Ito Bastos” was 
bastos. 

The MTRCB's decision reflects a cruder definition of the 
‘word, a censorial term that sees anything sexual, including 
nudity as lewd and obscene. The decision lacks a contextu 
al understanding of how the dancing is so much part of o 
cal culture, one which has been done for many years, outin 
the streets, Howie Severino, the "I-witness" host, asked 
some Kalayaan residents if they thought the dances were 
bastos or not, and opinions were split, but even those who 
said they were bastos said it light-heartedly, with ilis 
guised glee. 

"The dancing lolas remind us that popular Filipino culture 
is actually less conservative than we think. Kalayaan isn't the 
only town that’s so comfortable with public displays of sexu: 
ality, One of my students many years ago compiled “green 
loahan from another town in Quezon, songs about sexual 
‘anatomy and sexual acts that were sung, again by grand 
mothers and grandfathers, at wedding receptions. The list 
‘could go on and on, from the man in the barrel souvenirs of 
Baguio to double-meaning pop songs. 

Tes hard to trace the origins of practices like those of the 
dancing lolas. There may be a precolonial fertility ritual as 
pect to all ths. But m more inclined to see these as commu- 
nity “desensitization” exercises that help young people, es- 
pecially newlyweds, to be more comfortable with sexual 


matters. 
Questioning 'bastos" 

So is the bikini bastos? If skin exposure is the criterion, 
then yes itis, but if it's a matter of respect and disrespect, the 
answer becomes harder to come Бу would think i's bastos, 
meaning disrespectful, to deprive women of their autonomy, 
their right to choose what they want to wear to the beach. 
Are they bastos to people who may find the bikini too reveal- 
ing? No, because people too have a choice not to look, and if 
they dare look and find the women stimulating, it's their 
problem. 

And the dancing lolas with phalluses, are they bastos? Tak- 
en in the context of community and of culture, I think not. In. 
fact, what would be bastos isto go against rhe cultural norms 
of helping people to feel comfortable with sex. Pd go a step 
further and propose censorship itself is disrespectful, bastos. 
‘when it reads malice into а perfectly innocent aspect of tul- 
ture, Censorship, too, Is bastos when it deprives people of an 
understanding of thelr own culture,

DAVAO CITY—SOUTHERN MINDANAOS 
largest hospital, the Davao Medical Center 
(DMC), lacks physicians and nurses. 

DMC director Gerardo Cunanan sald the 
hospital had an average of 50,000 patients 
confined a year and 350 patients received dai- 
ly at its emergency room. 

Ideally, Cunanan said, DMC should have 
1,500 personnel. But because of the continu- 
ing exodus of physicians (taking up nursing 
courses) and nurses abroad, it has only 760 
personnel. 

"Our greatest handicap is manpower,” Cu- 
nanan said á the Club 888 forum held at the 
Marco Polo Hotel yesterday, 

He said most af DMC's skilled nurses had 
already gone to work in foreign countries, 
with the hospital left hiring fresh gradu-

“I know these new graduates we have 
will also be leaving.

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Enron’s Ken Lay dies

Dedos killed by natural 


disaster, scientists say 

PORT LOUIS- Scientists who unearthed a 
mass dodo grave in Mauritius say they have 
found evidence showing the birds were killed 
by а natural disaster long before humans ar- 
rived on the Indian Ocean island. Most theories 
about how the dodo became extinct blame early 
Settlers who found the plump flightless bird on 
the indian Ocean island inthe 16th century and 
hunted it relentlessly. “There are indications 
that the tossil-rich layer represents the result of 
natural disaster wiping out a significant part of 
the Dodo-ecotope," a statement by the re- 
searchers said. While the latest find does not 
disprove the human theory, the scientists are 
convinced there was а mass dodo death, poss: 
biy caused by a cyclone ог flood, pre-dating the 
arrival of humans, Christian Foo Kune, owner 
ofthe sie, told Reuters. "The fact that there are 
such a wide range of animals there, small and 
big ones, suggests that there was a sudden nat 
ural disaster,” Foo Kune said. "The mass grave 
also shows no domestic animals, so tis prior 
to the arrival of man." Unused to predators, the 
dodos were not frightened of the human set- 
tiers who hunted it and destroyed the forests 
that provided its habitat. Passing ships also 
brought rats, which ate the birds" eggs located 
in nests on the ground. Reuters

HB 5069 is similar to the Muhammad 
Ali Boxing Reform Act of the United States, a 
Jandmark measure which protects pro boxers 
inot only from ring injuries but also from the 
machinations of greedy and scheming man- 
agers and promoters. 

НВ 5069 could very well serve like a protec- 
tive arm around the hapless boxers, most of 
whom are bor poor and unschooled, because 
it would free them from the clutches of ex- 
plotative managers and promoters. 

‘We regularly read of cases of boxers being 
exploited; of prizefighters not being paid their 
purses; of boxers being pitted in gross mis- 
matches; ofthe Games and Amusements Board 
(САВ) approving the one-sided card and then.

THE BANGKO SENTRAL NG 
Pilipinas is looking into allega- 
tions of price-fixing in the sec- 
ondary market trading of govern- 
ment securities at the height of 
the recent turmoil involving unit 


investment trust funds (UITFs). 

‘Banking sources хам the BSPs attention was 
caught by some money market traders who were 
trying to “intervene” in the setting of MARTI 
bids to prevent the sharp decine of prices during 
the massive sell-off of ITE last May. 

МАКТ is the formula used by banks to de- 
rive the benchmark price for government se- 
curites in the secondary marke. 

‘Sources said BSP Deputy Governor Nestor 
Espenllla Jr. recently sent a letter to the Mon- 
ey Market Association (MART), urging the 
transfer of control in price-setting to a self- 
regulatory organization (SRO). 

‘While the BSP welcomed MART s proposed 
reforms to make the secondary market trad 
ing more efficient and transparent, the bank- 
ing regulators also told MART that it must 
henceforth directly work with the Bankers As- 
sociation of the Philippines 

Espenilla’s letter was in response to 
MART’ earlier proposal where it suggested 
reforms to improve the system for secondary 
trading of government debt paper. 

By preventing the sharp decline of bond 
prices that resulted in the wake of the UITF hys- 
teria, sources said the banks were apparently 
protecting the net asset valuation of assets be- 
ing managed by their rust departments. 

UITFs are pooled trust funds in acceptable 
currencies operated by a trust entity. 

They are an improved version of the com- 
mon crust funds (CTF) now being phased out 
bythe banking system,

Terrorist funds, 
dirty money seen 
to flow through 
casinos, charities 


DIRTY MONEY AND FUNDS MARKED FOR 
terrorists are now flowing through non-tradi- 
tional channels ike casinos and even charity 
foundations—a development members of the 
Asia-Pacific Group (APG) on Money Launder. 
ing are now trying to address during its 9th 
annual gathering hosted by the Philippines. 

"Casinos today are not only the physical 
buildings you can walk into and make а Бег... 
there's also Internet berting,” said Australia's 
Federal Police Commissioner and APG со 
chair Mick Keely ina press briefing yesterday. 
“We're looking at commencing а project on 
the amount of money that can potentially be 
laundered through casinos." 

Money laundering is the act of converting or 
transferring and concealing cash or other prop- 
eny derived from criminal activities, and make 
it appear thatit comes from a legitimate source. 

"Casinos in most countries have а compli- 
ance regime where they do report tansat- 
tions,” Keely said. "But we're looking into this 
because of the growth of casinos, particularly 
the technology platforms that casinos operate.” 

Eliot Kennedy of the APG Secretariat said 
four out of nine special recommendations 
promulgated during the APG meetings fo- 
used on methods used to finance terrorism. 

"These include the use of alternative remit- 
tance systems... such as cash couriers, non- 
profit organizations, charities, and a number 
of wire transfers,” Kennedy said. 

АРС, which complements the efforts of the 
Paris-based Financial Action Task Force on 
money laundering in the Asia-Pacific region, 
was officially established in 1997 during a re- 
gional forum on dirty money in Bangkok. 

Vicente Aquino, executive director of the 
country’ Anti-Money Laundering Council, 
said that measures were already being under- 
taken by local authorities to prevent money 
Jaunderers and terrorist financiers from using 
local casinos, nongovernment organizations 
and people's organizations to channel funds. 

‘Aquino said that although there are "no 
clear indications” that these cash vehicles are 
being used о launder money or channel funds 
marked for terrorist activities, the АМЬС still 
stepping up its watch over the establishments.

Flores said that in his Buruangge, Aklan 
community, they can provide the same retire- 
ment package at much less cost. This would 
be specially attractive to farmer retirees be- 
cause they would be living in similar agricul- 
tural communities. In addition, they would 
have the opportunity of sharing their technol- 
ogy with the Filipino farmers and thus lead 
more fulfilling lives. 

However, Flores said his community need- 
ed help from PRI-PRA on the identification of 
the global standards for these homes as well 
as the training necessary to meet those stan- 
dards.

The objective is to 
attract the most desirable retirees who will 
help their communities with needed skills 
and create the most jobs.

What are the long-term effects of sales promos? - Part 2 


Q: T HAVE TWO QUESTIONS. FIRST, DO 
you have data on today’s most used 
(and we assume, most effective) sales 
Promo events and activities in the con- 
‘sumer market? Second, do you have da- 
ta on what's the real effect of sales pro- 
motions? 

By real, we refer to the long-term ef- 
fect of sales promos as against short- 
term or immediate sales effects. 

Our own experience is that prac 
cally all of our sales promos imme 
ately increase sales. But later, sales of 
the promoted brand go back to previ- 
ous sales levels, or even lower. 

Is our experience typical or specific 
tous? 

А: Last Priday, we answered your first 
question and the first part of your second 
question, now we'll continue answering 
your second question: Are sales promos 
becoming less and less profitable in the 
long-term? 

The tracking research data of AC- 
Nielsen in the United States shows that 
the usual long-term effect of a sales pro- 
mo campaign is declining sales. 

And considering how expensive the 
typical sales promo campaign can be, 
this suggests that sales promo driven 
brands are becoming less and less prof- 
table overtime.

And yet, as we saw in our May 19 and 
26 columns, large consumer companies 
still keep doing sales promo campaigns 
that are even more aggressive and ex- 
pensive. 

We explained that two forces are re- 
sponsible. First is the “tyranny” of the 
quarterly sales quota. 

During depressed times and in a de- 
pressed market, marketers зеет to see 
no quicker way to raise sales than to do a 
"noisy, high profile” quarter-long sales 
promo. 

‘Then, theres the pressure to match 
competitive companies that had fallen 
into this “spiral trap." Ws a pressure 
абз hard to ignore. 

‘Actually, we see a third, though as yet 
‘unacknowledged reason why companies 
fall into the sales promo pressure and 
spiral trap. 

‘Companies are yet to adopt the sales 
effectiveness post testing of sale promo 
over time that extends over all four suc- 
cessive time periods we've explained. 

“The current practice is to post test just 
the first two periods with а few extend- 
ing this to Period #3. 

‘We've yer to find a company that's post 
testing up to Period #4.

‘ods of the sales promo campaign, the spi- 
ral trap character of too much sales pro- 
‘motion would become clear 

Of course, it's so easy to say that the 
evaluation period should cover all four 
periods. In practice, i's a requirement 
that's difficult to implement. 

‘One major reason is that sales promos 
often overlap in timing. 

This obviously makes it difficult, if not 
impossible, to obtain valid data of your 
true Period #4 sales trend. 

But this does not happen all che time. 
There are many occasions when there's a. 
"rest period” between campaigns. If this 
is the case, take advantage and extend 
your evaluation to the last period. 

Now, lets relate all these to your first 
question about todays most used or 
‘most sales effective promos. 

It would be basically wrong to say that 
what is most used or most effective 
should also be your choice of promo in 


your sales promo campaign. 

This is so even when you consider 
what we said in the May 19 and 26 about 
Blattberg's studies saying that practically 
any one specific promo event can per 
form most if not all of the 16 target con- 
sumer responses of sales promotion. 

What should be remembered more is 
that each promo activity is best at trig- 
gering only one of these consumer re- 
sponses. 

For example, in inducing consumer 
purchase or usage trial, product sam- 
pling has the best record of delivering on 
consumer response even though other 
promos like price-of, discount, coupons, 
buy-one-take-one deals also induce trial 
purchases. 

Todays "best practice” requires us to 
think of bundling several promo activi- 
ties that would best serve your promo 
campaign's targeted bundle of consumer. 
responses. 

“That bundle of consumer responses 
serves to clearly define your campaign's 
specific objectives. 

"The idea of bundling several promo 
tools in your sales promo campaign logi- 
cally flows then from your model of how 
sales promos work toward long-term 
sales effectiveness. 

For example, in our model of the four- 


period sales effectiveness of a sales pro 
mo campaign, we saw that there are four 
‘consumer responses to target, namely 
inducing other brands’ consumers (e 
switch and try the sales promoting brand 
during Period #2; getting the current 
consumers of the sales promoting brand 
то move forward to Period #2 thei 
scheduled later purchases in Period # 
getting the same current consumers to 
also increase their purchase volume i 
they move forward their later purchase- 
and finally retaining the trial purchases 
by the other brands consumers, and con 
verting those into repeat purchases. 

Best practice and experience ‘hav 
identified the one or two promo tools 
that will best serve: the targeted brand 
switching and trial purchase response in. 
Period #2, the targeted current con 
sumer” advanced purchases in Репо! 
#2, the targeted stocking ог inventory 
purchases of current consumers in Рен 
od #2, and the targeted consumer repeat 
purchases in Period #4.

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Fashion from recycled materials 


is the new rage 
in Europe .

BAGUIO CITY—MAYOR BETTY VERZOLA 
of Luna, Apayao, recently visited La Trinidad, 
Benguet, wearing a bright orange sun hat and 
cartyinga matching handbag. 

‘She attracted a lot of stares because her en- 
semble was cut and stitched together from 
discarded orange fruit juice containers. 

"They did not know that her get-up was the 
latest in fashion in Europe. 

‘According to Dr. Betty Lynne Milgram, a 
Canadian anthropologist, who presented а 
paper at the University of the Philippines 
Baguio last week, handbags and accessories 
from recycle materials have become a fashion 
phenomenon overseas. 

She explained that there was keen market 
interest in the handbags and hats because 
these feature fruits not common to that part 
ofthe world 

"The juice drink bags currently in fashion 
abroad are those that picture Asian exotic 
fruits, and remember, because these are ex- 
ported, people are looking for what they don't 
fave at home in Europe and in North Ameri- 
can cities [such as] mango, coconuts, cala- 
mansi and durian,” Milgram said, quoting her 
study 

‘She said the prospects were so good that 
а European firm has started to look for its 
own supply of fruit drink packages from 
Asia. 

She said Europeans patronizing the prod- 
ucts were aware these recycled handbags 
were being manufactured by poor women of 
Manila, and that added to the products ap- 
peal. 

Milgram, a professor ofthe Ontario College 
of Ants and Designs, had been intrigued by the 
positive impact of the underground garments 
trade like Baguio's ukay-ukay (used clothes) 
оп Asian women. 

She said used clothes empower them in a 
world where “the hegemony of global capital” 
should ordinarily cause small enterprises "to 
lose their autonomy" as they strive to com- 
pete in a market that is controlled by the big- 
ger enterprises. 

"in this way, Philippine women use the 
markets in innovative and sometimes disrup- 


tive ways, not as [a vehicle to control] eco- 
nomic exchange but as potent instruments in 
their own chosen formative and cultural con- 
sumer politics,” she said. 

For months now, Milgaram haè been ob- 
serving Kilus Multipurpose Cooperative in 
Manila, an eight-year-old manufacturing firm 
that managed to supply 50,000 novelty bags 
to the foreign market. 

More interesting, she said, was the fact that 
the cooperative bagged the contracts without 
using the normal trade channels of business- 


Like Kilus, the women of-Luna, Apayao, 
have also gathered enough momentum to

supply European orders, Verzola said. 

‘She was here last week to receive a merit 
award on behalf of Luna women from Envi- 
ronment Secretary Angelo Reyes. 

‘Some of Baguio's fashion designers have al- 
so landed contracts due to the vast amount of 
recyclable fabric available from discarded 
clothes, now being resold at the city’s wagwa- 
зал (wagwag is another term for ukay-ukay), 
said Hilson Busoy, a local designer. 

Milgram said Europeans appreciate the 
fact that these bags have their own intricate 
design patterns. 

She said Kilus, for example, processes its

materials like a factory line, with workers di 
vided among sections. 

Some sort the materials to get the best car- 
ton specimens and design. Others do stitching 
and quality control. 

"Home decorating [and fashion] maga- 
zines... are displayed at the workshop for arti- 
sang’ reference. A designer explains {that the 
magazines alert them] to the popular colors [of 
а year]. One yeaz, red is the popular color That 
year simulates strawberry juice drink [cartons 
‘The next year, when green is in demand, they 
design patterns with calamansi juice drink 
packs and so on,” Milgram said. 

“The cooperative management stays 
formed about global fashion taste so that 
their bags can remain competitive in a global- 
ly changing marker,” she said. 

‘These women have started to experiment 
with other fashion products using fruit juice 
cartons colors, she said. 

Kilus has started producing sandal straps 
foc footwear, and the products were well ге- 
ceived in test marketing surveys, she said. 

"The cooperative also began testing how 
discarded containers of tomato sauce and cat- 
sup can be used for fashion gear, including 
Jewelry.
